Truman Rejects 
Resignation From 
Mrs. Roosevelt 


WASHINGTON. Aug. 4— {Ft— 
President Truman .said today that 
he had rejected an offer by Mrs. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt to resign 
from her United Nations post. He 
said she will return to the next 
general assembly as a delegate. 
The president said that no refer- 
ence to Mrs. Roosevelt's contro- 
versy with Francis Cardinal Spell- 
man over federal benefits to Paro- 
chial schools was contained in her 
letter. 
He described It as the routine 
formal offer to resign that virtual- 
ly all holders of diplomatic posts 
•end In regularly. 
A reporter brought up the sub- 
ject at Mr. Truman's weekly news 
conference. The newsman said he 
had been told that the widow of 
the late president had offered to 
resign her post with the 
United 
Nations. (She is a member of the 
Human Rights Commission) 
be- 
cause of her controversy with the 
Catholic prelate In New York. 
Mr. Truman replied promptly 
tha( Mrs. Roosevelt offers her res- 
ignation every year. In the last 
case, he said she expressed no rea- 
son. Asked if he will accept the 
resignation, Mr. Truman 
replied 
she's going back to the United Na- 
tions.

Fraud And Waste 
In U.S. Contracts 
Are Described 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 4 — W)— 
Comptroller General Lindsay War- 
ren Informed Congress today that 
"fraud" and "waste" on government 
contracts have cost taxpayers mil- 
lions of dollars. 


In a blistering report on his au- 
dits of some $1,165,000,000 worth of 
contracts, Warren said there were 
"Improper payments in excess of 
$6,280,000" that "were induced by 
fraud." 


Of this, he added only 
about 
$107,882 "has been recovered" and 
the outlook for additional recovery 
is slim. 


He said the general accounting 


office had recovered $474,717, but 
that government agencies 
which 
made the overpayments generally 
refused to attempt recoveries but 
Insist upon defending their actions. 
Warren blamed most of 
the 
"waste and fraud" upon a* Vcon- 
tract resettlement act of 1944" pass- 
ed by congress which he said allow- 
ed government agencies to settle 
contracts In full before they had 
been properly audited by the gen- 
eral accounting office or any out- 
side agency. 


The 1944 act, he said, "paved the 
way for the Improper payment of 
many millions of dollars of public 
funds through fraud, collusion, ig- 
norance, Inadvertance, or overllb- 
erallty in effecting termination set- 
tlements." 


Warren said the act limits his 


office to actions where there Is ev- 
idence of fraud adding this "places 
the government In the unenviable 
position of locking the barn after 
the horse Is stolen."

A quick agreement by house and 
senate is expected to speed to 
Prsldont Truman'* desk leglsla- 
Jon clearing the way for . cotton 
former* to slash their acreage be- 
ginning in 1950. The idea Is to 
ward off future sharp price breaks. 
The house passed a bill late yes- 
terday authorizing the secretary 
of 
agriculture—If 
two-thirds of 
the farmers approve—to limit 1950 
cotton plantings to 21,000,000 acres. 
There wore 26,380,000 planted this 
rear, 
Similar 
legislation 
has 
been 
passed by the senate. A house- 
lenate conference committee will 
ran out the differences. 
The house bill, by Rep. Pace (D- 


3al), also takes steps—in prepar- 
ng for wheat production controls 
—to protect growers in areas where 
wheat acreage has expanded rapld- 
y in recent years. Similar protec- 
tion is sought In the bill for new 
growers of peanuts. 
The Pace bill's primary purpose 
is to bring about a balance of 
cotton production' with demand, 
to maintain the cotton price sup- 
port program. Such a balance Is 
Intended to forestall government 
losses on the loans it makes to 
support cotton prices. The bill am- 
ends the present law under which 
the secretary of agriculture can- 
not allot loss than 27,500,000 acres. 
In the years beyond 1950 the 


bill provides that the secretary 
can allot acreage to hold cotton 
production down to 10,000,000 bales 
a year, or at 1,000,000 bales under

AUSTIN, Texas, Aug. 4.—The 
month of September brings a re- 
turn of school days, and thousands 
of Texas boys and girls will be 
returning to classrooms for the 
next nine months. 
Every one of 
these children, according to Dr. 
Geo. W. Cox, State -Health Offi- 
cer, should be as free as possible 
from all physical defects that can 
be corrected, and protected against 
other diseases which 'frequently 
spread through classrooms. 
A complete medical and dental 
pro-school check-up Is of the ut- 
most Importance In getting 
the 
child ready for school. Eyes, ears, 
nose, throat, and teeth should be 
carefully examined, and all remedi- 
al defects corrected or placed under 
treatment. 
Such defects can lead 
to serious Impairment of growth 
and progress academically, social- 
ly, and emotionally. 


Defects of hearing and vision 
handicap a clhld In his class work, 


and often result in the false im- 
pression that he is backward and 
unable to learn. 
Such defects can 
often . be corrected, and the child 
Is not only more progressive in his 
school work, but Is a happier, bet- 
ter balanced individual as a result 
of being more socially acceptable. 
Dental defects should be corrected 
not only for cosmetic reasons, but 
because good teeth enable a child 
to chew his food properly and thus 
promote good digestion and bodily 
nourishment. 


"In addition to correcting such 
defects as already exist, young chil- 
dren should be protected by immu- 
nization against desease, when pos- 
sible," Dr. Cox said. 
"Immuniza- 
tion is safe and dependable, and 
every child -is entitled to this pro- 
tection against disease."

The 8CS survey will determine 


the approximate life of Lake Hal- 
bert and will suggest what can be 
done to provide more water for Cor- 
slcana. 
It Is a known fact that 
silting of the creek beds, which sup- 


ply the water to the city's lake, 
Is gradually lowering the number 
of water acres. 


The survey also will estimate how 


much water Corslcana will need in 
the future, and make recommen- 
dations on how best to obtain it 
City officials know they are faced 


with a possible water shortage in 
the future and are seeking to aid 
of the SCS and Army engineers to 
plan ways and means to provide 
an "adequate supply. 
The city's recent annexation pro- 


gram and expansion expected 
in 
new homes and industry is expect- 
ed to draw heavily on the present 
water supply. 
It is hoped the survey will pro- 


vide the means for both soil and 
water conservation. 


Officials of the Trinity River Im- 


provement association recently told 
citizens of Corslcana it would be 
at least five years before dams and 
reservoirs could be built Into this 
area. 
The SCS engineers, who 
will 
make the Lake Halbert survey, will 
work out of the Fort Worth office.

me to investigate all angles of this 
killing.

The largest crowd ever to wit- 


ness any case In Jim Wells county, 
attended today's hearing.

than 400 persons jammed the dis- 
trict courtroom and scores were 
outside. 


The trial was resumed from last 
Wednesday. 
On Wednesday Ave- 


lino Saenz, the state's star eye wit- 
ness, testified he saw the 60-year- 
old deputy sheriff shoot Mason last 
Friday while the veteran newspa- 
perman sat in his automobile. 
As the trial opened today, Dis- 


trict Attorney Reams said the state 
had no further witnesses to pre- 
sent. The defendant, a tall, 263- 
pounder, dressed In khaki shirt 
and trousers, and wearing shiny 
tan cowboy boots, calmly sat chew- 
Ing gum. 


Wilder told the court: "At this 
time the defense is not going to 
Introduce any testimony. However, 
we would like to ask the court in 
setting bond in this case to make 
a reasonable bond. 


"I have Just talked to the district 
attorney and we have not been 
able to agree on bond and of course, 
judge, it will be In your discretion. 
I will not suggest an amount." 


Then Reams told the court: "The 
state is opposed to any bond at 
this time, under criminal code 259 
which says bond should not be al- 
lowed in a capital case where prool 
Is evident. 


"The State feels that from evi- 
dence presented, proof Is evident 
and a jury probably would give Sam 
Smlthwick the death sentence.

a bushel below the loan rate. In 
:he period of heavy market move- 
ment of winter wheat last month, 
prices dropped as much as 39 .cents 
i bushel below . the support rat*. 
The low point lost year was about 
18 cents under the loan. 
The price of spring wheat, on the 


other hand, Is still above loan rates 
for that class, largely because new 
crop suplles are not yet available 
in any1 quantity. 


The department said U. S. wheat 
supplies for the 1949-60 season are 
now estimated at 1,482,000,000 bush- 
els. 
Only in 1942 and 1943 were 


supplies significantly greater.

It said domestic use may total 
•bout 700,000,000 bushels. 
That 


would leave 780,000,000 available for 
export and reserves. 
If exports 
total 450,000,000 bushels, the carry- 
over reserve on July 1, 1950, would 
be about 330,000,000 compared with 
293,000,000 on July 1 this year. ' 


The department said indications 
continue to point to a. 1949 bread 
grain crop in Europe, 
excluding 


Russia, of about 5 per cent below 
the 1948 level and 10 per cent be- 
low the 1935-39 'average. Some in- 
crease is expected in the Soviet 
Union as compared, with last year, 
when production was 17 per cent 
below prewar.

Hendrlcks claims that Texas' top 
position as a purchaser of 
text- 
books Is a fact little 
known 
to 


school people as well as the rest of 
the taxpayers of the state, for the 
relative cost of textbooks is prob- 
ably more cenerally misunderstood 


tli. n tre cost of any other phase of 
public education. 


During the first ten year period 


after 1919, when free textbooks be- 
gan In Texas, the average annual 
per-schol 
.Ic cost has been $1.46, 


although this period Includes esti- 
mates for 1948-49, said to be 
the 
highest of all years. 


Acordlng to the Second Annual 
Survey of the Textbook Publishing 
industry, points 
out 
Hendrlcks, 
Texas still 
ranks 
thirty-second 
among the 48 states in per pupil 
cost of textbooks. 
"During the Inst 10-year period", 


according to Hendrlcks, "we have 
gone from the seven year elemen- 
tary school to the eight vear ele- 
mentary school. Moreover, during 
the latter part of this last 10-year 
period we have had 
marked In- 
creases In enrollment at all levels, 
especially at the lower and higher 
levels. Still another significant fac- 
tor is the ever-expanding school 
curriculum. During the past 10

years, the Texas legislature has 
added to the free list of textbooks 
many different subjects. 
These subjects Include 
music. 
Spanish, Texas 
georgraphy 
and 
driver and safety education. Eigh- 
teen different subjects have been 
added to the high school list, be- 
sides 20 other subjects on the Jun- 
ior high school level. 
"The person who is well Inform- 


ed about modern book designing, 
present-day book manufacture and 
Increased costs 
of 
production." 
points out Hendrlcks, "can't help 
but marvel how 
publishers 
can 
stay In business with the relatively 
low prices now charged for text- 
books." Publishers are today .mak- 
ing less profit on more business, 
says this authority. 


Textbooks have become so "cajol- 
ing and begullding and tricky" that 
the students absorb something from 
them, In spite of themselves, says 
the publisher's representative, quot- 
ing P. K. Knowlton, 
editor-in- 


chief of the educational department 
of Mcmlllan company. 


Knowlton states that Illustrations 
have attained a quality formerly 
undreamed of, 
"It is hardly necessary to enumer- 
ate the chief advances", 
claims 


Knowlton, who says these are off- 
set printing, high-grade art work, 
vivid and realistic color reproduc- 
tions, posed photography, cartoons, 
diagrams and graphs. Typographi- 
cal beauty and utility are safely 
wedded, says the editor. 
"Ten years ago", according to 


Knowlton, "the plea was, 
'Make 
schoolbooks that look like 
juve- 


niles.' Today it is 'Neglect no op- 
portunity to break up pages and, 
within text matter, to achieve typo- 
graphical variety even if the read- 
er Is thereby constantly remlnded- 
that he is working, not playing.'" 


Textbooks are a challenge to 
the designer, says the editor. "A 
school book must teach the dullard. 
It must Invite indifferent childhood 
or cynical youth. It must Illumi- 
nate the abstract, for it is only the 
pedagogical racketeer who wants 
clarity to be absent from the curri- 


culum. It must rival magazine lures 
and adopt or Improve upon motion- 
picture come-ons." 


With the present 
shortage of 
teachers and an anticipated great- 
er shortage of trained teachers, to- 
gether with an estimated increased 
enrollment of students in the years 
ahead, the textbook Is more Import- 
ant than ever, conclules Hendrlcks. 


"The book has always been Im- 
portant. Education was carried on 
with books before school buildings 
grew into palaces. Scholarship and 
learning came 
into 
their 
own 
through teachers' and 
children's 
use of books. And there Is substan- 
tial evidence to prove that books 
are the most economical as well as 
the most helpful aid to schools at 
the present tlme^'
